one question of paramount 
interest to the entire inter-moun- 
tain country of the great west and 
to the people who occupy the 
great plains adjacent to the moun- 
tains on the east, is that of finding 
forage plants adapted to the arid 
conditions that everywhere obtain 
in the regions mentiened. Care- 
fully reading up the history of hus- 
bandry the world over gives proof 
positive that the raising of stock 
almost uniformly is 4 successful 
business, and that the grain pro- 
ducer is rarely successful if his de- 
pendence is alone on this product. 
This is the general rule even in 
sections of the country where mar- 


tation expenses nominal. How 
much more generally true the prop- 
osition is in our mountain and 
plain country where thousands of 
miles stretch out between us and 
the great market and consuming 
centers needs no argument to 
prove. The transportation charges 
themselves, under the mest favor- 
able rates, are a bar to successful 
grain production until a local pop- 
ulation creates a home market. 

Stock production, then, must be 
our business for one or more gen- 
erations, and the business side of 
the question is to find out the best 
and safest way to secure the maxi- 
mum results from the minimum of 
expense. No domestic grasses will 
ever be found containing more of 
the essential food qualities than are 
possessed by the native varities. 
But these are not produced in 
quantity to support a heavy stock 
ing of the country. We must find 
something that will thrive without 
water and produce a growth suf- 
ficiently heavy to pay for cutting— 
thus providing for Winter feeding. 
Nature makes no mistakes in the 
matter of adaptation, and if we do 
our part we will find some forage 
plants with tenacity of life and ab- 
sorptive qualities strong enough to 
flourish on our high ridges and 
plains without the aid of irriga- 
tion thus affording the means of 
storing feed for Winter and enab- 
ling us to double the capacity of 
our Summer ranges. ) 

What these, or this, particular 
grass may be at present is not 
known, but very variety that gives 
promise should be tried. To the 
end that more experiments be 
made we give the following clip- 
ping aud recommend a trial on our 
dry plains:

“Composition in Our Schools.” He 
began by giving some good exam- 
ples of “English as She is Spoke.” 
The growth of a tooth begins in 
the mouth and extends to the stom- 
ach. Congress is composed of civ- 
ilized, half-civilized and barbari- 
ans.“ “Parallel lines are those 
which run in the same direction or 
until they meet,” “A circle is 
made of straight lines with a hole 
in the middle.“ “The heart is a 


small pear-shaped bone in the 
body.“ Turkey is a limited mon- 


key.“ Altogether the subject was 
presented in earnest, thoughtful 
language, which showed the gen- 
tleman had carefully noted results. 
The following members took part 
in the discussion which followed: 
J. E. Bray, F. B. Ginn, W. C. 
Dovey, N. A. Hummel aud L. D. 
Brown. 

In the discussion the remarks 
were good and provoked some com- 
ment. The interest and success of 
composition work at Wadsworth, 
it was claimed, was due to the in- 


fluence of the eplendid home library 
of that place. 

N. A. Hummel paid a tribute to 
the organizers and supporters of 
that institution, and in the minds 
are held io high

For objects 
I use counters, blocks of wood, 
beans, leaves, shells, etc., and use 
them for two or three months.

out of place up to this age. Ask 
pupils not * what they do, but 
why they do it. The Iustitute in- 
structors should follow this precept.

Very practical applications followed 
under the questions of Professors 
Howe aud Bray. 

Professor J. E. Bray took the 
floor at 3:15 to discourse on The 
Essentials of Arithmetic in Gram- 
mar School Grades.“ He ventured 
the assertion that high school pu- 
pils do not know bow to add, basing 
this declaration upon the fact of 
those pupile lacking requisite rap- 
idity. tio, proportion and pro- 
gression should not be taught in 
grammar grades, as they are but 
seldom used by business in practi- 
cal work. 

Professor O Connor asked, “Of 
what use is cube root to a carpen- 
ter? In the niath school year pu- 
pils should have enough knowledge 
of arithmetic to last him through

LARGEST AND MOST COMPLETE IN THE STATE 
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picked for the pu of removing 
the dirt and grit, is placed in boiling 
tanks, where it is allowed to remain 
for four hours. Itis afterward sub- 
jected to a thorough washing and is 
reboiled. The operation removes all 
oily matter and leaves the cotton 
harsh and stiff. It is then dried in 
the rooms heated with the waste air 
from a drying box. After undergo- 
ing this treatment the cotten rolls up 
into snarls and bunches, and in order 
that the acid may have a freerer ac- 
cess to itit is passed through a shred- 
der and converted into a fluffy state, 
It is afterward exposed in an air 
tizht box for se a hi us to a tem- 
perature of 200 degrees, which prac- 
tically deprives it of all moisture. 
From theair tight box itis removed 
to the dipping room, where there are 
iron troughs filled with one ni- 
tric acid and two parts of sulphuric 
acid. Into these troughs the cotton 
is placed; one bundle at a time, and 
allowed to remain about ten min- 
ates, long enough for it to be thor- 
oughly soaked. The acid is hand- 
pressed from the cotton, which is 
then placed in covered earthen jars, 
where it remains twenty-four hours 
undergoing chemical transformation. 
In view of t e fact that much heat is 
evolved du. ing the chemical reac- 
tion, itis found necessary to place 
the jars in pots and surround them 
with flowing water, which serves to 
keep them cool. The cotton is now 
nitrated and is practically gun-cotton, 
but the acid, still mechanically held 
must be wholly removed or it would 
be apt to quickly deteriorate and be- 
come extremely dangerous. The 
charges, therefore, are taken one by 
one and placed in an acid wringer 
and plunged into a large tub which is 
kept filled with running water, in 
which a large wheel is rapidly turned 
in order to subject the cotton to a 
thorough washing. This latter pro- 
cess is continued till no acid is per- 
ceptible to the taste. Itis then sub- 
jected toa still further washing and 
boiling in an alkaline mixture, this 
being nece to remove every 
trace of acid. The cotton is now in 
lony shreds and balls, which can be 
used or stored without danger, the 
processes of conversion and clean- 
sing being completed, but for military 
use it must be put into a more com- 
pact form. For this purpose the gun- 
cotton in charges of 300 pounds is 
thrown into a pulping tub, where, 
mixed with water, it is ground b 
steel cutters into a fine pulp. The 
grinding and breaking up of the cel- 
lular tissue of the cotton has made it 
more or less dirty, and it is necess- 
ary, therefore, to expose it to fre- 
quent washings in the poaching tubs, 
from which, after treating it with 
lime water to make the moisture 
slightly alkaline, it is drawn up into 
a large iron tank, where it is fed to 
the molds, which under a moderate 
pressure, press the water from the 
pulp and trim out cylinders of cotton 
about eigat inches high and three 
and a half inches in diameter. These 
cylinders are then placed under a 
hydraulic press and exposed to 3 
pressure Of about 1, 700 pounds to the 
square inch or about eight tons on 
each. The cylinders are pressed into 
hard dakes or disks, some two inches 
high and three and a halfinches in 
diameter, with a specific gravity a lit- 
tle greater than water. They are 
then packed in boxes of fifty pounds 
each and kept in magazines for gen- 
eral use. Guncotton is, from its 

reat explosive power and the con-
